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City and Bresler 
Reach Agreement 

A settlement of the outstand¬ 
ing litigation pending between the 
city of Greenbelt and Charles 
Bresler and associates was entered 
into by the contending parties on 
March 3. Involved is the cit^s 
suit seeking injunctive relief 
against the construction of 21 ad¬ 
ditional apartment units on the 
Charlestowne tract 

Under a court order signed by 
Judge Robert B, Mathias, the par¬ 
ties consented to an injunction 
which would permanently enjoin 
Breser, Burton J. Reiner, and 
Stone, Inc. (A D.C. corpora¬ 
tion) and their heirs and succes¬ 
sors from constructing any dwell¬ 
ing units in excess of the 165 units 
presently constructed on the 11- 
acre Parcel A of the Charlestowne 
tract 

Included in the 166 units are the 
21 apartment units that were con¬ 
structed last summer and which 
the city sought originally to block. 
The other 144 units, comprising 
Charlestowne Village townhouses, 
had been built several years earlier. 
The city had contended that the 21 
units violated the 1962 covenant 
signed by Bresler which agreed to 
restrict the density of the 50-acre 
Charlestowne tract to an average 
of seven dvrelling units per acre. 
The defendants had contended that 
the city waived the covenant by 
permitting the construction of the 
original 144 imits on the ll-€icre 
tract at a density of more than 12 
units per acre. 

As part of the general settlemen 
Bresler has agreed to drop his ap¬ 
peal of Circuit Court Judge Perry 
Q. Bowen’s order requiring him to 
convey 3.3 acres of the Charlcs- 
towne tract to the city of Green- 
belt as parkland. The Judge had 
signed the order on January 27 
and Bresler had noted an appeal to 
Maryland’s Court of Apjyeals on 
Peb. 24. 

Pvt. Kramer Cleared 
By Trial Board 

Pvt George K Kramer, of the 
Prince Georges County Police De¬ 
partment who was involved in the 
fatal shooting Dec. 28 of 'Thomas 
Oliver of Greenbelt was examined 
by a departmental police trial 
board on Feb. 25. Pvt Kramer 
was cleared of ail charges by the 
trial board and reinstated to full 
duty.

REGISTRATION FOR 
CITY ELECTIONS 

Greenbelters will have an op¬ 
portunity to register to vote for 
city elections on Saturday, March 
15 from 10 am. to 4 p.m. at the 
Springhill Lake Community Cen¬ 
ter, North End Elementary 
School and the Municipal Building. 
Anyone living in Greenbelt on or 
before March 15 will be eligible 
to vote in the City Council elec¬ 
tions on September 16, 1969, pro¬ 
vided he registers.

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City Notes 

Although 65 flowering cherry and 
shade trees were planted last week 
along Edmonston Rd by the Public 
Works Commission as part of a 
landscaping project adjacent to 
the Beltway, only 60 trees still 
remain. During Saturday night an 
unidentified hit-and-run’ driver 
knocked down a stretch of fence, 
some signs, and five of the newly 
planted trees. If he bad aimed bet¬ 
ter, city officials noted, he might 
have eliminated all 65. 

In preparation for strict en¬ 
forcement of a municipal ordi¬ 
nance prohibiting ^the riding of 
bicycles in the Center, bicycle 
racks were installed on each of 
four major access routes to the 
Center area. 

The last snowfall — like all snow¬ 
storms this winter — was an “easy 
one,” as far as the Public Works 
Dept was concerned. This one re¬ 
quired very little plowing—only in 
the Center parking area. Snow ac¬ 
cumulation on streets was taken 
care of entirely by salting. City 
employees worked overtime from 
7 p.m. on Saturday till 3 o’clock the 
next morning. On Sunday mor¬ 
ning nine employees worked to 
clear the CJenter. Thirty tons of 
salt were spread on city streets 
throughout the period. 

During the days before the snow 
came, the city crew repaired 
streets in Springhill LsQce and 
graded the shoulders along Ed¬ 
monston Rd. They held up fur¬ 
ther work, however, on relocating 
a playground at the intersectioxi of 
Research Rd. and Hillside because 
of the objections of some local 
residents. 

The Dept, hopes to have its new 
refuse truck in operation by this 
coming weekend. Long delayed 
because of a shortage of transmis¬ 
sion assemblies at the factory due 
to military orders, the truck was 
recently received by the local sup¬ 
plier in Bladensburg. He will give 
it a final paint coat and then turn 
it over to the city. 

The Recreation Dept also an¬ 
nounces the arrival of new equip¬ 
ment — a Randall potter’s wheel for 
use by the ceramics classes. 

A crane w'as in use this week to 
set steel beams into place on the 
Firehouse addition.

CLOSED COMMITTEE MEETINOS

The current policy of permitting committees to make theif 
own rules ydth respect to attendance at meetings of non-committee 
mempers was reaffirmed at last Thursday’s meeting of the Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc., board of directors. The' issue arose when Select 
Committee Chairman David Lange asked a series of questions on 


the power of committees to hold 

Lange asked whether commit¬ 
tees had a legal right to exclude 
non-committee members or parti¬ 
cular individuals from meetings, 
including representatives of the 
press. He also wanted tx> know 
whether committees should be 
bound by the same procedures 
followed by the board in holding 
closed meetings — namisly, agree-! 
ment among Uiree-fourths of the 
members. 

His questions were apparently 
prompted by an incident which 
occured several weeks ago when 
the Select Committee considered 
excluding from committee discus¬ 
sions Seymour Kaplan, a GHI 
member, attending the meeting as 
reporter for the Greenbelt Record. 
After some discussion, the Select 
Committee allowed him to attend. 

Schwan Discusses Policy 

GHI president Charles Schwan 
said that there was nothing in 
the by-laws which would prohibit 
a committee from holding closed 
sessions if it so chose. He there¬ 
fore saw no need for changing 
current board policy, which dele¬ 
gates to each committee the 
authority to exclude nonmembers 
from their deliberations if it felt 
the circumstances justified such 
action. 

Sentiment expressed by GHI 
board members was in support of 
this policy. Director Nat Shinder- 
man, joined by others, said that 
committees have somewhat dif¬ 
ferent functions than the board, in 
that they are generally exploring 
new topics and seeking to collect 
and sift ideas from all sources. To 
get the fidl value of such com¬ 
mittee work, members, he said, 
must be able to express their ten¬ 
tative and exploratory thoughts 
on many delicate matters without 
fear that they will be given wide 
and premature publicity. 

Director John O’Reilly felt that 
this was particuarly important 
when the obvious purpose of the 
reporter, he charged, was only to 
report items that were critical of 
the GHI board and management. 

Directors Jim Smith and Steve 
Polaschik stressed the fact that 
the committees must have flexibi¬ 
lity to handle special situations. 
CJommittee chairmen, said Pola- 
schick, must be able to uphold the 
integrity of their committees and 
not be subject to harassment 

Cautionary Notes 

Shinderman cautioned, however, 
that if committees adopt any re¬ 
strictions on attendance, they 
should be applied uniformly and no 
distinctions made between mem¬ 
bers. GHI manager Roy Breashears 
said GHI members should be per¬ 
mitted to attend any committee 
meeting but as a GHI member and 
not as a reporter. A1 Skolnik made 
the general observation from the 
floor that official bodies put them¬ 
selves in a vulnerable position 
when they hold closed meetings, 
since they are setting themselves 
up as the sole arbiters of what 
information will be made available 
to the public. 

Yard Boundaries 

The question of yard boundaries 
again divided opinion on the board. 
The board had before it a recom¬ 
mendation of the Larger Homes 
Committee to settle a question 
raised by four Laurel Hill home- 
owners whose fenced-in common 
property was being affected by the 
construction of the new tovm- 
houses. These homeowners hadi 
purchased their pro!X)erty unaware 
that the fenced-in property in¬ 
cluded about 8 to 12 feet of com¬ 
mon property not belonging to 
them. To provide a 10-foot fire 
leuie for the townhouses, about 
three feet of the fenced-in property 
would have to be taken away. 

'The committee felt that since 
the homeowners were being in¬ 
convenienced by the construction 
(including loss of near-by shade 
trees) it would be equitable to 
permit the homeowners the con¬ 
tinued use of the remaining com¬ 
mon area, even though the cor¬ 
poration has recently adopted the 


closed sessions. 

the long-range goal of having all 
yard lines revert back to theii* 
original position. The committee, 
ihowev^r, made plain that the 
present and future ovmers would 
be alerted to the fact that the 
common property belongs to GHI 
and could be appropriated by the 
corporation if needed. 

Director Douglas Hawes suggest¬ 
ed an amendment that would re¬ 
vert the yard lines to their original 
position upon sale of the property. 
This, he said, would be consistent 
with board policy. 'The board split 
4 to 4, with directors Norman 
Weyel, Steve Polaschik, and 
Katherine Keene joining Hawes. 
Opposed were directors Shinder¬ 
man, O’Reilly, Smith, and Jose¬ 
phine Seay. 

Chairman Schwan broke the tie 
by opposing the amendment. The 
committee recommendation was 
then adopted by a near unanimous 
vote with Hawes dissenting. The 
proposal will be subject to the 
approval of the mortgage body 
because some of the common pro¬ 
perty is part of the tract on which 
the 25 townhouses are located. 

Playground 

’The board was receptive to a 
petition signed by 40 homeowners 
in the Hillside-Research Rd. area, 
who disapproved the city’s con¬ 
struction of a children’s playground 
on the triangular tract at the 
comer. The petitioners noted the 
traffic hazard at the corner and 
the fact that there was no shade. 
They stated a preference for the 
old site behind 1 Court of Research 
'The city has felt that the site was 
not suitable for playground equip¬ 
ment because of the terrain. 'The 
GHI board promised to pursue the 
matter wiffi the city. 

Mortgage Moratorium 

Breashears reported on discus^ 
sk)ns he had with Government Na-^ 
tional Mortgage Association 
(GNMA) which is part of the old 
FNMA organization that handles 
the mortgages on cooperatives like 
GHI. GHI is seeking a moratorium 
on payment of mortgage prindpa! 
during the current period when it 
is engaged in a massive capital 
improvement program. GNMA pro¬ 
mised to give the matter considera¬ 
tion, though officials told Brea¬ 
shears that usually moratoriums 
are reserved for cooperatives that 
are in dire straits and GHI does

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Station Site for 
Subway Considered

On Wednesday, February 26, a 
meeting of the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Transit Commission, chair¬ 
ed by County Commissioner Gladys 
Spellman, was held at the River- 
dale offices of the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. Since the major sub¬ 
ject of the special meeting was 
where to locate the Greenbelt Road 
station for the proposed subway 
system, the outcome of the meet¬ 
ing was of particular importance 
to Greenbelters and other resi¬ 
dents of this area. 

Previously, the subway station 
had been planned for the B&O 
right-of-way south of Greenbelt 
Rd. But virtually all local com¬ 
munities objected to that location. 
Berwyn Heights feared that such 
a location would bring too much 
traffic into their area. College 
Park, on the other hand, hoped 
that the station would be placed 
within their own boundaries, in the 
Lakeland section. Greenbelt’s posi¬ 
tion was that the station should 
be located north of Greenbelt Rd. 
as close as possible to the Beltway, 

The position represented by 
Greenbelt won out in the final 
decision, and the station, as well 
as the switching yards, is now 
slated to be located on the indus¬ 
trial property along the railroad 
right - of - way in Branchville. 
Whether this actual site was ad¬ 
jacent to or a part of the A. H. 
Smith Co, property is not at pres¬ 
ent clear. Placing of the bewitching 
yards also at this location comes 
about because this station is plan¬ 
ned as the terminal point for the 
subway. 

In actual fact, only a portion of 
the route between Greenbelt Rd. 
and the city will be underground. 
Along the B&O right-of-way, the 
route will lie above ground. It 
will go underground at East-West 
Highway to Prince Georges Plaza, 
but there it will surface again and 
follow the 1-95 right-of-way to 
Georgia Ave. From there, it will 
proceed down Georgia Ave. under¬ 
ground. 

One problem not solved at the 
Wednesday meeting of the Com¬ 
mission was whetlier to elevate 
the train tracks over Calvert Rd. 
or to elevate the road over the 
train tracks. Possibly this prob¬ 
lem may not soon be settled, since 
completion of the subway route to 
Greenbelt Rd. is not anticipated 
until 1979. It is the last section 
of the system scheduled for com¬ 
pletion . 

Despite this long dela>% how¬ 
ever, the recent meeting had a 
degree of urgency since Prince 
Georges County was required to 
meet a February deadline if a 
compact agreement was to be en- 
tei‘ed into with the rapid transit 
authority.

Annual Ambulance Club Drive Marcb 1 to Marcb 31 


For a minimum fee of $5.00 a year, le^ than two pennies a day, 
we offer you and your family complete Ambulance Service. This in¬ 
cludes first-aid treatment, transportation and all emergency services 
that can be expected of first-aid and rescue crewa All transportation 
is within a 60-mile radius of Greenbelt. Any transportation out- 
sdde of this area will have to be charged fcff on a mileage basis, and 
with prior arrangements made well in advance. 

We carry more than the necessary minimum equipment required 
by the Maryland State Ambulance Association, of which we are 
members. 

We have two ambulances, completely equipped, well-trained 
crews and careful drivers. 

Our first aid men are well trained in first aid procedures and 
several men are trained in emergency room practice, which teaches 
them the things expected when a person is taken to the hospital. 

A call for help has never gone unanswered. We are connected 
by radio with every fire department and rescue squad in Prince 
Georges County, and any special equipment we need is available in a 
very ^ort time. 

We do not ask if you have made a donation to our Ambulance 
Club when we answer a call. We do adc this question during the 
run, but onlly for our records. 


In the District of Columbia., the lowest cost for an ambulance 
is $20.00 per call, but we offer unlimited service for $5.00 for a year. 

If you live in Greenbelt and you must call a taxi few transpor¬ 
tation to the nearest hospital the charge will be allmogt as mudi as 
we ask for service for a year. 

Another advantage in having our service is that we cut all red 
tape in hospitals going right into the ‘emergency rooms without 
having to stop to fill out forms, wait in line or answer a lot of ques¬ 
tions. 

We do ask, however, that in case of sickness, that the doctor 
be called first, and if a trip to the hospital is necessary, the doctor 
can make aJl necessary arrangements. 

For routine transportation, arrangements should be made at 
least 24 hours ahead of time, so a crew can be lined up, and the siren 
need not. be blown for this purpose. 

Any time when both of our ambulances are on calls, our mutual- 
aid program in Prince Georges County allows us to make arrange¬ 
ments with near-by companies to fill in for us by having an am¬ 
bulance stationed in Greenbelt, or to have them called when necessary.
